Annual Report of the Medical Officer of Health 
for the year 1965. 


To the Chairman and Members of Penistone Rural District Council. 


Lady and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to submit my Annuz.l Report upon the Health 
Services of the Penistone Rural District for the year ended 31st December, 1965. 
This Report is compiled from statistics collected by my predecessor, 
Dr. J. Main Russell. 


I would like to begin by mentioning the Vital Statistics. 


Once again the Birth Rate is raised, and at 17.1 per 1,000 of 
the population approaches more closely to the figure for England and Wales and 
the West Riding Administrative County. The corrected Birth Rate is 16.4. The 
Death Rate, at 11.1 per 1,000 of the population, is still below that for the 
rest of the Country. The corrected Death Rate is 12.6. 


The Still—birth Rate, at 23.3 per 1,000 Live and Still Births, 
represents as last year an actual number of three still—births. The reason for 
the slight reduction is the increased number of births. This is a figure which 
can fluctuate very readily, as you will see from the table, in a small area, 
Since one still-birth added to or subtracted from the previous year's figures is 
likely to alter the rate considerably. Nevertheless, the ideal to be aimed at 
is no still—births at all, and all three branches of the Health Service must 
continue their efforts to seek the cause of these tragedies, and to apply the 
remedy if one exists. 


I am very pleased to report that there were no deaths of 
infants under one year of age in 1965. This is the first time this has occurred 
Since the divisional records began in 1947. 


Of a total of 82 deaths in the area during 1965, almost half 
of these — 39 — were due to disease of the circulatory system. Of these 39, 
25 were due to coronary artery disease. Over the years many factors have been 
suggested as being causative of this disease, and until such time as one 
particular thing is clearly implicated, the only common-sense advice which can 
be offered is to be moderate in all things. The next highest total is 16 due 
to cancer, and of these 16 deaths 5 were due to cancer of the lung. We are 
continuing our Health Education programme by advising young people not to begin 
smoking, and encouraging those who already smoke to either stop or cut their 
smoking to a minimun. I feel sure that this Health Education programme will, 
in the long run, have some effect, but we cannot expect to change a national 
habit in a short space of time. 


I am pleased to report that in the latter months of 1965 we 
were able to commence a screening service for cancer of the cervix in the area. 
At the moment this is restricted to women over 35 years of age with four or more 
children. However, if women who are younger or do not have the required family 
are anxious to have the test, and we have facilities available, they are included 
in the list. 


There were 3 deaths due to violence, one in a man, 54 years, 
following an accident at work, one in a man over 70, due to a fall on a public 
highway, and the third in a lady over 80, who fell while in hospital. 


There were 90 cases of Infectious Disease notified in 1965. 
The increase on the figure of 51 for 1964 was due to a higher number of Measles 
notifications. The 3 cases of Food Poisoning were all connected with a short 
minor outbreak at a Secondary Modern School in the district. Generally speaking, 
the Infectious Diseases picture is satisfactory. The national trials of Measles 
Vaccine, I understand, are not yet complete. If, at the end of the trial, a 
satisfactory Vaccine is available, we can perhaps look forward to an even better 
picture in the future. 
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That part of the report dealing with the Sanitary 
Circumstances has been prepared by lir. Pearson, the Chief Public Health Inspector, 
and is incorporated in full in this document. 


Of the total of 2,569 houses in the area, 2,392 are supplied 
from public mains. This leaves a total of 177 houses which draw their water 
from a private source. We are always ready to advise the occupants of these 
houses as to how best to safeguard their supply, particularly from a 
bacteriological point of view. During the year 389 samples were taken from 
public supplies for bacteriological testing, and of these a total of 22 proved 
unsatisfactory. Most of these unsatisfactory samples came from minor sources 
of supply, and of these sources two are to be dispensed with in the near future. 
In addition 44 samples were tested both for chemical composition and plumbo- 
solvency. In every case these samples were found to be satisfactory. 


It is estimated that out of the total number of houses in the 
area 2,355 have water closet sewage disposal. 1,972 of these are comected to 
either public or private sewers; the rest are drained by private cesspools and 
septic tanks. The total number of privies in the area is 130, and the estimated 
number of chemical closets is 31. It is satisfactory to note that the number 
of privies and chemical closets is gradually being reduced. Properly operated, 
sewage disposal other than by main sewers need not be dangerous to health. 
Nevertheless, these systems of disposal require more care. 


In concluding this introduction I wish to thank the Chairman 
and members of the Health Committee for their support through the year, on 
behalf of both myself and Dr. J. Main Russell, my predecessor. I also wish to 
thank the Clerk of the Council and all the staff. In particular I wish to think 
Mr. Pearson and his staff for their continued support and efficiency.

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SCARLET FEVER. 


Only one case of Scarlet Fever was notifiea during the year. 
This was a child aged 13 years, who was not admitted to hospital. The attack 
rate of 0.13 compares very favourably with the figure of 0.56 for Ingland and 
Wales and 0.91 for the West Riding Administrative County. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


There were no cases of Diphtheria reported during 1965. It 
is still, nevertheless, very important that children should be immunised against 
this most serious disease. In recent years there have been little pockets of 
outbreak in the country as a whole, which proves that the disease is still with 
use Immunisation is relatively simple and trouble-free, and it is difficult 
to understand why any parent should decline. During 1965, 65 children received 
primary immunisation, all of whom were under 5 years of age. 89 received 
"booster" doses at about the age of 5 years. 


MEASLES. 


There were 84 cases of Measles notified during the year, a 
considerable increase on the 39 notified in 1964. The attack rate was 11.3, 
and is comparable with the figures for Imgland and Wales and the West Riding 
Administrative County. In the first quarter we had 70 cases, in the second 
there were 9, in the third quarter none, and in the fourth quarter there were

The national trials of the Measles vaccine are not yet complete. 
We will have to be patient and await the outcome, which I hope will be an 
effective vaccination procedure to prevent this disease in its severe form. 


WHOOPING COUGH. 


There was 1 case of Whooping Cough notified during the year, as 
against 8 cases in 1964. This case occurred in the fourth quarter and, 
according to our records, had not received immunisation. 


Immunisation gives a high measure of protection against 
Whooping Cough. An unprotected child who has a full-blown attack of the 
disease can, if they are unlucky, be left with lung complications. 
Immunisation reduces the severity of the attack markedly and, therefore, 
eliminates a great deal of this type of risk. I would encourage all mothers 
to have their children immunised. The immunisation is available at the Clinic 
or from the family doctor. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


There was 1 case of Tuberculosis notified during 1965, which 
was Non-Pulmonary. 


The control of Tuberculosis is carried out in two main parts. 
The first is the treatment given by the Consultant Physician, who these days 
has a high measure of success in curing the infection with modern drugs. This 
is an enormous step forward, in that it removes a source of the infection. 
Secondly, and equally important, the contacts of the newly discovered case are 
followed up, especially ty the Tuberculosis Health Visitor, so that secondary 
cases are brought to light at a very early stage, treated if necessary, and 
once again this removes a source of infection. 


The Mass Radiography Unit visited the Child Welfare Centre from 
the 2nd to 8th November, 1965, and below is a breakdowm of the figures.

There was also a Mass Radiography Survey held at David Brown's 
Industries Ltd., from the 5th to 11th October. A total of 931 people were 
X-rayed, with a total of 21 major and minor abnormalities discovered. 
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FOOD POISONING. 


In April, 1965 an outbreak of Food Poisoning was reported from 
the Silkstone Secondary Modern School. 50 known cases of diarrhoea were 
reported; 2 of these occurred at the Silkstone Common Junior School, 3 at 
Cawthorne Junior School, and 7 at Hoylandswaine; the remainder were in the 
Secondary Modern School. All these schools receive their school meal from the 
kitchen at the Secondary Modern School. On the day prior to the outbreak, 

392 dinners were served; the meal consisted of cold brisket served with salad, 
followed by a sweet of apple crumble with hot custard. After a detailed 
enquiry into the contents of the meal, it was discovered that the meat was 
received in six separate pieces and cooked separately. The number of those 
affected was directly consistent with one of the six pieces of meat having been 
affected with the organism which we suspected, i.e. Clostridium Welchii. 


The school were advised on general hygiene principles to be 
followed, and three kitchen employees who were affected were suspended from 
work until we had three negative laboratory reports on each of them. A sample 
meal from the day before (it is a rule of the School Meals Service that a 
sample meal is kept for 24 hours) was sent to the laboratory. No organism 
was isolated from the meal, but it was further discovered that although six 
separate pieces of meat were cooked, the meat in the sample was derived from 
only one of these pieces. We asked the School Meals Supervisor that the 
schools be advised to keep a small sample from each piece of meat which was 
prepared in the future. 


In summary, all the evidence of the outbreak suggested that 
this was an outbreak of poisoning due to Clostridium Welchii, and that the 
vehicle of infection was almost certainly the meate No affected person that 
I know of was seriously ill; indeed, most were up and about during the 
infection, and there were no recurrences. I would like to remark on the full 
co-operation I had from the school, the school meals staff and the Public 
Health Laboratory, and also the very quick and efficient work of the Public 
Health Inspector. There were no other instances of Food Poisoning during the 
year. 


TYPHOID FEVER. 
There were no cases of Typhoid Fever notified during the year. 
B.C.G. VACCINATION. 


In 1965, 179 children were skin tested; 11 were positive and 
161 negative. 159 children were vaccinated, thereby acquiring some immunity 
to Tuberculosis, and 2 vaccinations were postponed. As before, we offered 
the vaccination to children in their first year in the Secondary School. 
The response, as always, was good. This has become very much a routine 
procedure, and is very readily accepted by the children, their parents and the 
schools. 


SMALLPOX. 


There were no cases of Smallpox notified during the year. 31 
children were vaccinated, as against 34 in 1964. Of these, 23 children were 
aged between 1 and 2 years, and 8 aged 2 years and over. 


Vaccination against this disease is offered at the Clinics and 
by the General Practitioners. It is important to have a child vaccinated at 
an early age, Since the complications of vaccination tend to increase as the 
child grows older. With the speed of travel between different countries 
these days the likelihood of an outbreak of Smallpox is increased, and 
vaccination gives quite a high degree of protection. In addition to this, 
with the increase in foreign travel, particularly for holiday purposes, many 
people who have not previously been vaccinated discover that they must have 
it done before they will be allowed to enter the foreign country. If this 
is done in adult life for the very first time there is, of course, a slightly 
increased risk of complication. All the evidence, therefore, is in favour 
of having the procedure carried out some time in the first two years of each 
child's life. It may, in later years, be necessary for that child to be 
revaccinated either for travel purposes or because of an outbreak of the 
disease locally, but revaccination carries very little risk of complications. 
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POLIOMYELITIS. 


There were no cases of Poliomyelitis notified. It is very 
important that immunisation against Poliomyelitis is kept at a high level. 
It is an extremely easy procedure using the oral vaccine, which is available 
at the Child Welfare Clinics or from the General Practitioner, and "booster" 
doses are given in school. The table below shows the statistics for the 
Division as a whole, since it is very difficult to separate these figures into 
the respective County districts.

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BRUCELLOSIS. 


During the year one case of Undulant Fever due to Brucella 
Abortus was reported. This occurred in a man aged 63 years, who received his 
milk from an untreated supply, i.e. non—pasteurised, non-sterilised. He had 
no obvious contact with any other source of the infection other than the milk. 
The milk supply was sampled, and found to be infected with the organism. 
Immediately an order was issued to the farmer under the Milk and Dairies 
Regulations, 1959, enforcing the pasteurisation of the supply until such time 
as the infected cattle were isolated and disposed of. This was speedily done, 
with the full co-operation of the farmer and prompt action on the part of 
Mr. Pearson and his staff. Although it was impossible to prove that this 
man's infection came from the milk supply, equally we were unable to show any 
other possible source of infection. 


The County Public Health Inspectors take routine milk samples, 
and during the course of one of these exercises another milk producer was 
found to be supplying milk containing the infection of Brucella Abortus. 
An order was similarly issued to this farmer, and once again, with the farmer's 
full co-operation, we very quickly discovered the offending animals. These 
were eliminated from the herd, and the order was withdrawn. 
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I am very pleased to be able to say that all the farmers we have 
dealt with over this matter have been very co-operative, and most anxious to 
rectify the deficiency in their milk supply. 


GENERAL PROVISION OF THE HEALTH SERVICES. 


HOSPITALS. 


The General Hospitals available locally for the Penistone area 
are those in Barnsley and Sheffield. For certain parts of the area it may be 
more convenient to use the Huddersfield Hospitals. 


Infectious Diseases cases are accommodated chiefly in Kendray 
Hospital, Barnsley, and other cases may be dealt with at Lodge Moor, Sheffield. 
Maternity cases are dealt with at the Hallamshire Maternity Home, Chapeltown, 
St. Helen Hospital, Barnsley, and the Princess Royal Maternity Home, 
Huddersfield. 


CERVICAL CYTOLOGY. 


During October of this year we began a service for the early 
detection of carcinoma of the cervix. 


This is a simple screening test, which takes only a few minutes 
to carry out. The number of tests to be carried out in any one week were 
limited by laboratory facilities. Our ‘ration! has been 50 per week. In 
order to make the best possible use of tests, we have been asking those women 
most 'at risk' to come forward, i.e. over 35 years of age with four or more 
children. However, if a woman younger than this, or with fewer children, has 
been anxious to have the test done we have not turned her away. 


These people have been sought out by our nursing staff and, so 
far, the response has been satisfactory. 


The service is developing elsewhere in the County area, and it 
will be some time before it can be thoroughly evaluated, always bearing in 
mind that this is a form of cancer, which, if discovered early, is highly 
treatable. 


LABORATORY FACILITIES. 


All Laboratory work is carried out by the two Public Health 
Service Laboratories, one at Wakefield and one at the City General Hospital, 
Sheffield. 


MORTUARY. 


There is a Mortuary in Penistone, and this serves the 
surrounding area. 


ALTBULANCE SERVICE. 


Provision of ambulance facilities, in accordance with the 
requirements of Section 27 of the National Health Service Act, 1946, is 
undertaken by the West Riding County Council. 


The main operational depot for this Division is at Hoyland, 
with a sub-station at Penistone. The service functioned satisfactorily 
throughout the area during 1965. The journeys undertaken during this period 
have mainly been associated with the conveyance of patients to and from the 
Sheffield and Barnsley Hospitals and the various treatment cemtres in and 
around these towns. Arrangements exist with neighbouring authorities for 
mutual assistance for both routine and emergency calls. There is a staff of 
37, who work a three-shift system, using six vehicles based at Hoyland and 
two vehicles from the Penistone Ambulance Station. Extensive alterations 
are being made to the Penistone premises, which I understand will be completed 
toward the end of next year.

All vehicles are radio controlled, and the radio communication 
system ensures an efficient and economical use of vehicles in a service where 
speed is of paramount importance. An additional duty unaertaken by the 
ambulance personnel is the transportation of premature babies in a specially 
equipped cot, at the request of the midwife or general practitioner, when 
necessary. This is housed at the Hoyland Depot when not in use, and is 
maintained by West Riding nursing staff.

An Ante-Natal Clinic is held av Shrewsbury Road Clinic every 
Tuesday. The General Iractitioners in Penistone attend alternate weeks, with 
the exception of the fifth Tuesday. The Midwives attend the Clinics each 
week and, occasionally, the Health Visitor is also present. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


A Chest Clinic is held regularly at 46, Church Street, Barnsley, 
where the Consultant Chest Physician sees patients referred to him for his 
Opinion. The Health Visitor attends at these Clinics, at the same time as the 
patient, which provides complete liaison between the hospital and domiciliary 
field. The Health Visitor encourages all contacts of a verified case to 
attend for check-up and possibly X-ray by the Chest Physician at the nearest 
available Chest Clinic. 
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HEALTH VISITING SERVICE. 


During 1965 Health Visiting Services were maintained. 
Mrs. Battams left the service in February to take up an appointment in 
Leicester, and liiss Chapman was appointed in March to work within the Penistone 
areas In May, following the scheme of attachment of staff to General 
Practitioners service, Mrs. Dransfield was attached to the practice of 
Drs. Masser and Griffiths and Miss Chapman to Drs. Harris, Ashmore and Brooks. 
This attachment of personnel means that both General Practitioners and Health 
Visitors have an added active interest in the special problems within families. 
Those families being on General Practitioners' lists other than those stated 
were visited by Mrs. Simpson, who was already well known within the area. 


Health Education, as far as time allowed, was carried out 
within the Clinics. Visual aids, peg—board exhibitions, posters and leaflets 
were used to stimulate interest in an attitude toward positive health. 


; During the year the Health Visitors made a total of 4,452 
visits.

The Home Nursing Services were altered somewhat during the year 
1965, owing to the shortage of Midwives within vhe Division. The Home Nurse/ 
Midwives were relieved of Home Nursing duties, and a full-time Home Nurse 
appointed. 


The Home Nurse works closely with the General Practitioners, 
the service given being of a high quality. In addition to the giving of 
injections and pre-operative preparation of some patients to be admitted to 
hospital, the Nurse's day is taken up with the daily care and rehabilitation of 
many aged. Geriatric beds in hospitals being limited, owing to shortage of 
staff and accommodation, means that the Home Nurse gives care as closely as 
possible to that afforded to hospital patients. Equipment and nursing aids 
are available through the medium of the Local Authority. 


During the year the number of cases visited by the Home Nurse 


was 227, and the total visits paid 9,326. These figures are inclusive of 
both areas.

The midwifery staff remained unchanged, although to maintain 
midwifery services within the Division Miss Thompson and Miss Thwaites were 
allocated to full-time midwifery services. 


The Midwives attend Ante-natal Clinics, both at the General 
Practitioners' surgeries and at the Local Authority Clinic; they also conduct 
Relaxation Classes and lead group discussions in the Mothercraft Classes. 
In addition, the Midwives are constantly asked to visit homes to provide 
social background reports with regard to the early discharge of patients from 
hospital, following delivery. 


During 1965 the Midwives attended 95 confinements, 86 as 
Midwives and 9 as Maternity Nurses. In 57 of these cases Pethidine was 
administered and 2 cases received Trilene Analgesia. 


DOMESTIC HELP SERVICE. 


There were 6,890 Domestic Help hours provided in the district 
during 1965, compared with 7,068 in the previous year. In all, 13 Domestic 
Helps were employed in 44 homes. There were 34 cases continuing from 1964.

We in the Health Department value this service. As can be 
seen from the table, the majority of people benefiting were elderly. In 
such cases we feel that the provision of a Home Help can postpone considerably 
the need for any elderly person to leave their own home. 


I would like to report at this point that during 1965 the 
Women's Institute in the Silkstone area approached the Divisional Nursing 
Office to ask if they could help in any way within the area. A meeting was 
arranged and uw "good neighbour" scheme started. The Health Visitor for the 
area was to provide as far as possible a list of residents who might need 
help. In addition to visiting and helping of aged, it was agreed that 
perhaps help might be forthcoming to mothers with young families, as 
"Sitters—in", to allow the young mothers to have a little free time. No 
matter how extensive the services provided by the Local Authority, there is 
always room for voluntary work of this kind. 


CHIROPODY SERVICE. 


During 1965, 102 patients received, in all, 521 treatmmts at 
the Clinic; 74 patients received 316 treatments in their own homes. This 
compares with 114 patients who received Clinic treatments and 78 patients who 
received treatment at home in 1964. Domiciliary treatment is only provided 
when the patient is quite unable to attend at the Clinic. This service, like 
the Home Help Service, helps to keep the elderly person more active. 
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HEALTH EDUCATION. 


During 1965 Health Education was carried out daily in the homes, 
as Health Visitors called at homes during routine visiting. This is the most 
effective means of Health Education. Discussions with small groups of 
mothers was carried out in the Clinics, following a prearranged programme on 
topical subjects. Filmstrips, posters and the distribution of leaflets were 
used in an endeavour to teach a positive attitude to good health. 


The Relaxation and Mothercraft Classes for expectant mothers 
continue with success. The Midwives encourage group discussion at the time 
when the mother is most receptive to the teaching of positive health, and 
especially those problems arising during the ante-natal period. The Health 
Visitors attend a number of these classes, to discuss with the mothers the 
protection available against certain diseases through vaccination and 
immunisation after baby is born. 


NATIONAL ASSISTANCE ACT. 


There was no occasion to use the provisions of Section 47 of 
the National Assistance Act, 1948, or the Amendment Act, 1951, during the 
period under review. 


MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE. 


Since the Mental Health Act became operative, it is now clear 
that community care and informal admission to hospital is becoming well 
co-ordinated with the hospital service in this areas Mental Welfare Officers 
attend all the clinics at which i/est Riding patients are seen. The work is 
very demanding, but is most rewarding to both patients and relatives. 


The new look into Mental Health could not have succeeded 
without a very good liaison with all the services interested in the welfare 
of the mentally ill. As a result of this work it means that many patients 
are now, with support, able to stay in the community and carry on with their 
employment. 


With early referrals from the patient's doctor and other 
services, the Mental Welfare Officers are able to arrange appointments at Out- 
patient Clinics and, in many cases, prevent admission to hospital. This does 
net mean that all patients needs are catered for; there is still a shortage 
of beds for the elderly who become confused and are unable to manage their 
affairs. Also beds are urgently required for subnormal children and adults, 
and it is hoped that this priority will he taken care of during the present 
building programme. 


Out—patient Clinics. 


Out-—patient Clinics are held at Barnsley Beckett Hospital on 
Monday and Wednesday; these are staffed by a Consultant Psychiatrist from 
Sheffield and one from Storthes Hall Hospital. The Clinics are also attended 
by the Mental Welfare Officers, which maintains the liaison with the hospital 
staff. 


Admissions and discharges to Mental Hospitals. 


During the year 10 patients (1 male and 9 female) were admitted 
to Storthes Hall Hospital. There were 12 discharges (1 male and 11 female). 
One female was admitted to Middlewood Hospital, and 1 discharged. After-care 
was requested in 5 cases.

The High Green Training Centre continues to teach the trainees 
development in social and industrial activities. The industrial work for 
the boys consists of chopping and bagging firewood, making blackboards, art 
easels, playhouse screens, etc., and for the girls sewing and making curtains, 
pillow-cases, soft toys, etc. All these articles are of a very high standard. 
This work, along with a very varied social programme, which is supported by a 
very active Parent/Teachers' Association, all play their part in creating a 
happy working relationship between trainees and staff. 


Special Care Unit. 


The Care Unit is taking in the maximum nunber of doubly 
eh children it cen cope with, a number of children attending daily, 
and owing to the limited accommodation some of the children are on a rota 
system, but it is hoped that in the near future further extensions will be 
made to accommodate this type of child.
